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Puddletown is a large village in central Dorset which is 
possibly better known to fame as the “ Weatherbury” of 
Thomas Hardy’s Wessex novels. Among its chief attrac¬ 
tions is a fine old church, containing some interesting, 
memorials to the Martin family, the mansion of Athel- 
hampton, which is an interesting historical building, and 
Weatherbury Castle, an ancient entrenchment surmounting 
a fir-clad hill.
